Toronto Gives 
LI. D. Degree 


To Eisenhower 


Leader Predicts 
Education Change: 
Lauds Our Troops 


Toronto, Jan. 13—(CUP) — 
General Dwight Eisenhower was 
presented with an LL.D. degree 
at a special convocation here on 
Saturday afternoon by Chancel- 
lor H. J. Cody, 

In an introductory speech, Presi- 
dent Sydney Smith said: “The name 
Eisenhower alone suffices as quali- 
fication for this degree. He 
achieved his task with a skill and 
a finality never equalled in the 
history of war.” 

General Eisenhower expressed 
profound respect for the contribu- 
tion of education in the winning 
of the war. The generous coopera- 
tion of educational institutions 
placed at his disposal the brains to 
carry out some of the most diffi- 
cult assignments, he said. 

TRIBUTE TO CANADIANS 

He paid tribute to Canadian 
troops who “braved every terror to 
uphold the principles of humanity 
which are implicit as well in our 
concept of free education,” he said. 

The friendship of U.S.A. and 
Canada is due to mutual under- 
standing, a common basic concept 
of political life, and a common de- 
termination to raise educational lev- 
el of all people. 

To Provide Substitute 

The educational system must be 
prepared to provide internationally 
a substitute for the advantages of 
accident and natural growth that 
the United States and Canada have 
exploited to their mutual profit. 
The challenge, he said, is to direct 
efforts so that human relationships 
may keep abreast of scientific 
achievements, “All civilization has 
reached a brink from which the

Kingston, Ont., Jan, 13.—(CUP)— 
According to the latest survey of 
the Institute of Students’ Opinion 
conducted by the Queen’s Journal, 
the majority of the students at 
Queen's University favour the 
adoption of a distinctive Canadian 
flag. 

In reply to the question, “In your 
opinion should Canada have a dis- 
tinctive flag?”, 71% of the students 
wanted one while 29% were content 
with their present day flag. 

The students who wanted a Can- 
adian flag were further asked the 
following question, ‘Should the 
Union Jack be included in the new 
flag?” 62% decided that the em- 
blem should be in the flag while 
385% of the students decided against 
it.

Foresees Closer 
Cultural Relations 
Between Dominions

Returning from three and a half 
years of travel through the world, 
Maj. F, J. Ney, M.C., LL.D., secre-, 
tary of the National Committee of 
Education of Canada visited McGill 
last week. Maj, Ney who has been 
with. the’ committee since 1919 when 
it was created following a. national 
conference in Winnipeg, in an ef- 
fort to co-relate Canadian educa- 
tion, left here in the fall of 1942 
on the invitation of the government 
of the Union of South Africa, where 
a similar body is about to be set 
up. 

Since then Maj. Ney has travel- 
led 50,000 miles and addressed more 
than 700 audiences. He has visited 
Abyssinia and Afghanistan twice 
and finally wound up in Berlin, 
where he visited the Canadian Oc- 
cupation Force. When Maj. Ney

Fredericton, N.B., and Winnipeg, 
Man., January 13. — (CUP)—Both 
the University of New Brunswick 
and the University of Manitoba 
have reported substantial increases 
in total registration recently. Ex- 
servicemen and women predomin- 
ate among the new entries as more 
and more veterans take advantage 
of the government-university pro- 
gram, ' | 

. The total registration at UNB 
jumped from 325 to 740 in Septem- 
ber, 1945 as 285 veterans enrolled 
for courses. Two huñdred more vet- 
erans have entered Alexander Col- 
lege at the beginning of the second 
term. A part of the gymnasium is 
being used to house students. 

At U, of M, total registration has 
gone over the 5,100 mark. This 
month, 465 veteran students regis- 
téred in the various faculties. Cour- 
ses commencing in January will 
finish July 18, while another class 
registering in April will carry on 
into September,

tee; 5, heard a report on the C.U.P, 
conference from Charles Wasser- 
mann (McGill Daily); 6, discussed 
the budget of the Medical Under- 
graduate Society, 

The committee to investigate a 
student control of athletics consists 
of; Dick Balfour (President of 
Council), Bill Reid (Commerce), 
Peter Turcot (former chairman o! 
the Athletics Board), Alan Knight 
(present chairman of the Athletics 
Board), Herb Shayne (Sports Edi- 
tor of the McGill Daily), and they 
will present a report to the coun- 
cil on students’ athletics at the 
present time. 

Two committees were set up to 
bring the students’ handbook up 
to date and to suggest a method of 
attaching some privilege to the 
awards which the Council presents 
to students in leading campus posi- 
tions every year, 

The petition to prevent deport- 
ation of Japanese Canadians. had 
been wrilten before Christmas, but 
with the change of Council, it was 
neglected. The Council’s present 
members have been asked to in- 
vestigate the progression or the 
petition. ! 

Jon Ballon (Arts) outlined the 
programme of the reception com- 
mittee for the present term, which 
wound up last Saturday when the 
University held the reception fol- 
lowed by a tea dance in R.V.C. 
which was sponsored by the re- 
ception committee. 

The C.U.P. report given by 
Charles Wasserman (Daily) gave 
information about the C.U.P. con- 
ference and the Council went on 
record with a vote of appreciation 
to the Daily staff for winning the

Bob Black (Medical Undergrad- 
uate Society) attended the meet- 
ing, and stated that owing to the 
large amount of activities planned 
by the Medical Undergraduate Soc- 
iety, which will cost a lot of money, 
their budget ought to be increased.

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The Cost of Living Poll 


In the near future the Canadian University 
Press Poll to establish the average cost of living 
at Canadian Universities will begin. An attempt 
will be made to establish with the greatest 
amount of exactitude how much money is re- 
quired by men and women from coast to coast 
to obtain a university education, The assist- 
ance of eminent authorities on the subject will 
be sought in this project, and research on the 
question-wilt:be continued over a period of a 
month at least. But the CUP realizes fully, that 
in addition to the expert help of professors the 
entire project will be a failure if student help 
cannot be enlisted. 


Many a student has been confronted with 
the problem of making “ends meet” while go- 
ing to college, and, while engaged in struggling 
through an apparent maze of difficulties, has 
wondered how the many other students faced 
with a similar problem manage to get by. The 
CUP Institute of Student Opinion will en- 
deavour to answer these questions, but can only 
do so if suggestions and opinions can be made 
available to those preparing the work of the 
Institute. It is therefore hoped that all those 
who are-interested in making- the proposed in- 
vestigation efficient and suctessful will write to 
The Daily listing their ideas. 

At present, plans call for the circulation of 
a carefully drawn-up questionaire by a group 
of investigators on every Canadian campus. 
This questionaire will list all the expenses in- 
curred by students during the college year. 


After a balanced proportion of questionaires 
have been filled out, the Institute will draw up 
a report which is to be published in all CUP 
member papers. But in spite of all the expert 
help which will be available for the poll, it is 
generally agreed that student reaction and 
opinion can “make or break” the project. There 
are surely many angles to as careful an investi- 
gation as this one, which can only be covered 
by those who are directly involved, It is to be 
hoped that students will take an active interest 
and make this poll a thorough success,

CHARITIES 


Charities are a nuisance. People come and 
bother us for money, mentioning the worthy 
causes to which it is to be devoted. But are we 
ourselves not the most worthy causes? If every- 
one looked after himself, then there wouldn't 


be any need for charity ... or would there? No, 


sure there wouldn't. The world is full of pros- 
perity, full of opportunity, our system is all 
wrong, every man and woman ought to be 
prosperous. Sure. 

But in the meantime there are very few who 
are prosperous and very many who are not. We, 
at university, are certainly lucky to be here; 
even though its hard to make ends mect, we 
are still far better off than the man who has to 
live in a garbage heap for want of a better 
shelter. And even though it is sometimes a lot 
of bother to read the books on one’s reading list, 
its still a good deal nicer than to have to read 


N.F.C.U.S. 
Tomorrow's Citizens 


For over a period of years the initials N.F.C.US, 
have been seen in Campus newspapers with varying 
degrees of prominence. The idea of a National Fed- 
eration of Canadian University Students was born in 
a period very similar to our own, The year of its 
birth, 1919, much as today, saw young people across 
our Dominion filled with hopeful and enthusiastic 
plans for building a world free from War and in- 
security. 

* Students, contrary {o popular opinion, do not live 
secluded lives untouched by the problems facing 
their fellow citizens, Moreover like any other dis- 
tinctive group in the National Community they have 
many problems which are peculiarly their own. In 
the minds of those young people responsible for the 
founding of NFCUS must surely have been the vision 
of a virile organization which would consolidate 
student opinion across the country and be an active 
champion of their wants and needs. The fact that 


| NFCUS has not lived up to these high hopes is a re- 


flection of the period between the wars. 

Today Canada is a powerful nation, it can play an 
important role in the creation of world understand- 
ing. At home, the Canadian people look forward to 
a future of wellbeing rooted in full employment, 
mutual understanding and individual opportunity, 
These aims can only be réalized through the action 
of informed, vigilant citizens who fully accept their 
democratic responsibilities. University graduates, 
forming the best educated seclion of their commun- 
ity have a particular obligation in this respect. To 
fulfill this they should manifest, as students, a 
healthy interest in those national problems which 
are ‘of concern to the Canadian people. The student 
who ignores the acute problems of his country to- 
day will be the apathetic citizen of tomorrow. 

N.F.C.U.S. by mobilizing student opinion on the 
various campi is the logical agency to promote bet- 
ter citizenship for tomorrow. Overcrowding of cam-

Permanent 
expansion, vocational guidance, national sholarships, 
these are only a few of the problems NFCUS could
